Fort Wayae Van Seenrethe Maia Shops 
of the Mahoninf and Western 
Boad at Her Own 
Terms. 


^ Testerday afternoon a oommittee from 
theBusinefls Men's exchange, consiBt- 
inc of Hon. Gbarles F. 
Mnhler, Hon 
Oharles McGullooh, Mr. John 0. Peters 
Mr. P. A. Bandali, Mr. Gea W. Seavy, 
Mr. J. B. Monning, Mr. A..A. Porman 
and a member of THB SJUTIMIUI staff, 
went to Toledo to interview Vice-Presi- 
dent Haskell with a view to securing for 
Fort Wayne the main and principal oon- 
struction shops of the New York, Ma- 
honing and Western road, which is 
backed by a New York syndicate, Nor 
vin Green, manager 'of the Western 
Union Telegraph company, being its 
president. 


Mr. Haskell was fonnd at his office 
and received the oommittee pleasantly 
He explained that the general name of 
his road was the United States Central, 
projected from Bed Bank, Pa., where it 
has a direct line to New York over the 
Lackawanna road, to Omaha, via Fort 
Wayne and Ohicago. 


In Ohio the road is called the New 
York, Mahoniog and Western road; in 
Indiana, the Ohio, Indiana and Mis 
souri Biver Bailroad company, because 
the laws require separate organizations 
in each state to be finally consolidated 
and styled the "United States Central 
road." 


¿The road is now built to Findlay. O h i ^ 
ybere tbey have repair shops. 
Their 
construction gang, of 800 men, are work- 
ing towards Fort Wayne and their en- 
gineer coips and right-of-way t^ents are 
staking a line across Jackson township, 
this county. 


The road will approach Fort Wayne 
from the east at a point between the 
Pitteburg 
and 
Wabash 
roads, and 
it 
may 
get 
into 
the 
Wabash 
depot, diverging again from the line on 
the west, at Broadway. 


It is the straighest and shortest route 
between the east and the west by 160 
miles, making not a curve hera or there 
on its way. 


They are coming to Fort Wayne with 
their line if they do not get a cent, but 
they want to locate their main and prin- 
cipal coustmction shops in this city, and 
that is what we want also.

Nrw Tonx, May 80 —Decoration day 
opened cloudy and warm and the aky 
had a threatening appearance the great- 
er part of the day.

NKW TORK, May 80.—At the Method- 
ist general conference to day Bidiop 
Fowler presided. 
Dr. Wheeler, of Erie, 
presented the following resolution,whicdi 
was passed: 


The new rule of pastoral service shall 
be applied as follows: At the session of 
annual conferences next following this 
general conference, the preaeher may 
be appointed to a charge which he has 
not served for the three years preceding 
and be continued thereafter in said 
charge for five years, and the 
pastor 
now serving a charge which he bad not 
srrved for three years preceding tiis 
present pastorate, may 
continued 
through the full term of five years. 
In 
all other cases the rule of five years, in 
ten shall be strictly applied. 


The report of the committee on tem- 
poral economy, recommending the ap- 
pointment of a board of conferenoe 
claimants, twelve ministers and twelve 
laymen, with a secretary to travel and 
solicit funds for the support of superan- 
uated ministers, was adopted.

DBAB SIB—Since my return to Paris 
froin Southern Italy on the 8th insi, I 
have learned (what I did not before be- 
lieve) that my name may yet be pre- 
sented to the national convention as a 
candidate for the presidential nomina- 
tion of the republican party. The single 
phrase of my letter of January 25, from 
Florence (which was decisive of every- 
thing I had personal power to dedde) 
has been treated by many of my 
most valued friends as 
not 
abso- 
lutely 
conclusive in ultimate 
and 
possible 
contingencies. 
On 
the 
other hand friends equally devoted and 
disinterested construed my letter (as it 
should be construed) to be an uncondi- 
tional withholding of my name from the 
national convention. 
They have, in 
consequence, given their support to 
eminent gentlemen who are candidates 
for the Chicago nomination, some of 
whom would not, I am sure, have con- 
sented to assume that position if I had 
desired to represent the party in the 
presidential contest of 1888. If I should 
now, by speech or by silence, by com- 
mission or omission, permit my name 
in any event to come before the con- 
vention, I should incur the reproach 
of being uncandid with those who 
have always been candid with me. 
speak, therefore, because I am not 
willing to remain in a doubtful atti- 
tude. I am not willing to be the cause 
of misleading a single man among the 
millions who have given me their suf- 
frage and their confidence. 
I am not 
willing that even one of my faithful 
supporters in the past should think me 
capable of paltering in a doable sense 
with my words. 
Assuming that the 
presidential nomination could by any 
possible chance be offered to me, I could 
not accept it without leaving in the 
minds of thousands of these men the im- 
pression that I had not been free from 
indirection, and therefore I could not 
accept it at all. The misrepresentations 
of malice have no weight, but the just 
displeasure of friends I could not pa- 
tiently endure.

3 Watch dials are now made by pho- 
tography 
at a mere fraction of their 
former cost, says a writer in the New 
York Sun. 
They all used to be paint- 
ed by hand. 
Now a hundred are made 
in the time formerly required to pro- 
duce one, and each of the hundred is 
better than the one would have been. 
The dial is copper covered with enamel, 
Upon that they lay a sensitized coating 
of albumen and bichromate of potash. 
A large drawng, say twelve inches in 
diameter, of the design, figures, and 
dots that it is desired to put upon the 
dial is photographed down to the re- 
quired size, which makes it so very fine 
that whatever inaccuracies may have 
been in the drawing are almost beyond 
discovery by the microscope. The neg- 
ative thus made is exposed to the light 
in contact with the 
gelatine-coated 
watch dial for three to five minutes. 
Electric light is just as good as sun- 
'light. 
Where the light has acted the 
gelatine is made insoluble. 
The dial is 
now inked over with common litho- 
graphic transfer ink. 
Next, with a 
clean sponge moistened with a little 
gum-water, the ink and gelatine are 
wiped off the dial from all parts ex- 
cept where the lights have acted, and 
to those it adhei-es, leaving the design 
in clear blai-k upon the enameled plate. 
But that design would easily blur and 
rub off by wear. 
Another process is 
necessary to make it permanent. A 
metallic enamel powder of any color 
desired—black, blue, red, green or 
purple—is dusted upon the dial. It 
sticks to the inked portions, but no- 
where else. 
Then the dial is put in the 
miilHe and fired. The enamel powder 
melts into the white enamel face and 
tlie work is complete. 
The Waltham 
Watch Company paid $2,(J<X) for that 
By it they can turn out for 
ten cents each dials that in the old way 
of making would have cost 
apiece. 


By that same process, with some triv- 
ial niodilication in certain directions, 
ph()togr;i})hy is also employed now in 
putting i)ict"ures, monograms and other 
de.signs u])i)n porcelain and china; but 
th(Hf is yet :i field there for fin iher im- 
I)r<)vement in the use of colored enam- 
els in that branch of photographic dec- 
orations: 


Photography is now used also for the 
production of the most beautiful en- 
graved pictures and designs upon plate 
glass for car windows, screens, etc. A 
plate of glass having been coated with 
sensiti/ed gelatine, lias transfered to it 
a pictui-e. 
The soluble parts of the 
gelatine, those upon which the light 
has not acteil, are readily washed off. 
When those remaining arc dry the 
plat.f! is sul)jected to the action of a 
very fine sand blast. 
The most deli- 
cate dots and lines of the gelatine pro- 
t(H-t perffctly the glass beneath them, 
but elsewhere the particles of sand 
gj-ind the glass and make it op:ique. 
Whiui that has been done the gelatine 
is readily dissolved and nimoved, leav- 
ing the picture conijilete. It is a rapid, 
easy process, and may be so handled as 
to leave charming results. 
The pic- 
ture for transfer must be in dots and 
lines. 
The half-tone pictures directly 
photographed from nature or from oil 
paintings cannot be so employed.

convenient point on one of the arms of 
the suit he inserted a valve, to be used 
in filling or as an outlet for the gas, as 
occasion required. 
Over this he puts a 
Mother Hubbard gown of white flan- 
nel. 
He weighs 180 jiounds. 
When 
inflated with natural gas from one of 
the Broad Ripple Conipany\shigh-pres- 
sure mains, his weight is only nineteen 
pounds, such is the lifting capacity of 
this gas. 


On the first trial he entirely surpris- 
ed himself. 
Ho found that Avhen he 
exerted himself about as much as in 
ordinary running, his sti'ides were over 
sixty feet each, and a regular "half- 
hammon jump'' covered over 198 feet.

The soluble parts of tho 


gelatine, those upon which the light 
ins not acted, are readily washed off.. 
When those remaining are ,dry. the 
plate is subjected to the action of » 
very fine Hand blast. 
The most deli- 


cate dots and lines of the gelatine pro- 
tect perfectly the gloss beneath them, 
but elsewhere the particles of ..sand 
mud the glass and make it opaque. 
When that has been -done the gelatine 
Is readily dissolved and removed, leav- 
ing .the picture complete. It is a rapid, 
cmsy process, and may be so handled as 
bo leave charming'results. , The pic- 
ture for transfer .must be in dots and 
linos. . The half-tone pictures directly 
pha.tograpl.ed from nature or from ou 
paiutiugs cannot be so. employed.

A young man in the North End, 


somewhat given to scientific pursuits, 
remembering Frank Stockton's nega- 
tive gas story in thu Cfra(«rj/some years 
ago, has put tho idea into something 
like practical use. He has made a suit 
cf rubber cloth, the inside of which 
fits him skin tight. 
It is all in one 


piece, and is of two layers. 
The out- 


side, when the suit is inllated with gas 
or air, stands away from the skiii-Uglr* 
layer at the distance of about myp 
inches, and the two layers arc fastened 
together, air tight, at the ankles, wrists, 
neck, and along the seams on the in- 
side of the legs. 
When fully inflated 


he secrus to have a .body eighteen inch- 
es in diameter larger than usual. At a 
convenient point on one of the arms of 
the suit lie inserted & valve, to be used 
in filling or as an outlet for the gas, as 
occasion required. Over this he puts a 
Mother Hubbard gown of white flan- 
nel.
